1, to correct the record: the north face 
of Dewey Point was not climbed; 

26 to correct the impression: there is 
still some fairly good climbing going on, 
even some new climbing, most of-which — 
still seems to be indulged in by climbers 
of the fading generation. Particularly 
to wit, on Labor Day weekend, and led 

for bie most part by Morgan Harris ,who 
has found more neyroutes in Yosemite thax, 
anyone else, Bruce ifeyer, Alan Hedden, 
and I found a class-5 route up the wall 
between Crocker and Stanford Points, 
Pitons were used in 11 places. The two 
short pitches that I led turned out to 
be the toughest (due, no doubt to my 
age) I have yet tangled with as leader, 
The climb was long, the route always in 
doubt, and we recommend it,

"He 
said they are a bribe to get you to work 
on his ranch," , ee

kind in the city. The growers must want 
pickers awfully badly, we thought. 

Just how badly they longed for them we 
were soon to learn, Six of us had arrived 
at the St. Helena High School by ten 
o'clock Friday evening, and: within an hour 
ten growers had driven in, seeking help 
in harvesting their crops. 

Bob had a* busy time making apologies. 
"I told the papers we wouldn't have any- 
thing like 200 up here this weekend," he 
explained to the disappointed farmers, 
"But they kept on printing it anyway. 
fransportation is the big problem, and 
you can't expect the kind of a crowd we 
had over Labor vary," 

"The governmnent has an option on the 
entire prune crop to feed to the soldiers, 
said a farmer,” and I've got 20 tons 
lying on the ground with nobody to. put
